Monarchy 


Threatened 


ATHENS (UPI)—The Greek 
political crisis worsened today, 
raising doubts about the very 
existence of a monarchy in this 
country. 


The question of whether the 
monarchy can survive came in­ 
to the open for the first time 
Thursday 
night during 
a 90- 
minute 
confrontation 
between 
25-year-old 
King 
Constantine 
and 
former 
Premier 
George 
Papandreou. 77. 
In an apparently bitter meet­ 
ing at the royal palace, Papan­ 
dreou told the king he must 
either 
reappoint him premier 
or caU new general elections 
immediately. 
The elderly leader of the Cen­ 
ter Union party warned that 
one action or the other must be 
taken “ to prevent the question 
of the regime from arising.” 


The statement was interpre­ 
ted as an ultimatum serving 
notice 
that 
Papandreou 
was 
willing to make the monarchy 
itself an issue in his battle to 
regain power. 


Banners 
reading 
“ the 
king 
must 
reign, 
not 
rule” 
have 
been brought out during street 
demonstrations by Papandreou 
supporters. 
But this was the 
first time the powers and in­ 
fluence of the monarchy openly 
became the issue of debate. 
Observers in Athens felt the 
former premier had public sup­ 
port for his belligerent stand. 
But 
there was serious doubt 
whether a majority in parlia­ 
ment would be willing to back 
him. 
There were indications Con­ 
stantine had been steadily los­ 
ing support during the crisis 
which erupted July 15 when he 
accepted Papandreou’s resigna­ 
tion rather than allow him to 
take over the defense ministry.

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Republican 
‘Radicals’ Hit 
By Scranton 


THEY ALL TURNED OUT TO SEE HER 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (UPI) — Pennsylvania Gov. 
IWilliam W. Scranton Thursday night denounced “a 
Radical fringe” which he said lias gained entry into the 
^Republican party and called on the GOP ‘‘to stop the 
Ihopeless task of trying to accomodate them.” 
He named no specific groups 
or persons, but in a hard-hit­ 
ting speech to the American 
Bar Association (ABA) dinner, 
he said: 
“ E very effort to hold the Re* 
publican tent open wide enough 
to let in the radicals, the rac­ 
ists and their brethren has only 
led to the withdrawal from that 
tent of thousands and thousands 
of dismayed voters.” 
He told the 900 lawyers and 
judges at the banquet that the 
U.S. two-party political system 
is at “ an hour of peril and pa­ 
ralysis.” 
Scranton said the GOP has 
“ not yet recovered from No­ 
vem ber 19(54“ and criticized his 
party 
for 
its 
new 
“ radical 
fringe.” 
Scranton, who lost his bid for 
the 19(54 GOP presidential nom­ 
ination to then Sen, B arry Gold- 
w ater of Arizona, said he was 
not 
recommending a “ purge” 
or 
a 
“ witch 
hunt” 
to 
ex­ 
pel these elements. 
“ The party need only refuse 
to w ater down or suppress its 
majority views and the radical 
[fringe 
will 
not 
need 
to 
be 
driven out for they will leave 
! on their own account,” he said.

Scranton said the U.S. two- 
j party system faces “ an hour of 
: peril and paralysis,” unless the 
I GOP “rejuvenates” itself. 
“ Specifically, the Republican 
party today is not, for the most 
part, serving as an effective in­ 
strument of the two-party sys­ 
tem, and though as a Republi­ 
can I may find that uncomfort­ 
able. as an Am erican I find it 
alarm ing,” Scranton s-aid. 
He cited a recent poll which 
concluded that “ but one-quarter 
of the American electorate con­ 
siders itself to be Republican,” 
and added: 
The party has 
“ two broad 
basic points of view” which are 
advocated, 
respectively, 
by 
what 
he 
called 
“ progressive 
Republicans” and “ responsibly 
conservative Republicans.”
